The physi- 
ian saw at once there was tip hope, 
nd informed Mrs. Gray that her hus- 
and would not live twenty-four hours. 
Consul General Crittenden was with the 
minister when he died. 


ISDUBAFOUS, Feb. 15 —Minister Gray 


was called home on account of the Be- 
ere illness of his son, Pierre, just he- 
ore the holidays, and reached Indiana 
with the setting in of the most severe 
weather that has been 
experienced 


ere for yeais. To friends he com- 
bined very much of the effect of the 
•eather upon him and said that he 
upposed it was due to'•the 'sudden 
liange of climate which he had under- 
one in coming from the high attitude 
f the City of Mexico to his native 
tate. 8oi5n after his arrival he was 
aken with 'a cold, but recovered par- 
ally after he had been here a short 
.me and expressed the belief that he 
ould puller no further inconvenience. 
[is cold beoarafl worse in a few days 
owever, and during his visit, which 


was prolonged by the serious illness of 


is eon, be was at no time entirely free 
rom its eSects, He made one trip to 
Washington just before leaving for 


texico, and also spent some three or 
our days in Chicago when the temper- 
tare was at its lowest. 
When he left here last Thursday he 


was very much indisposed and quea- 
ioned the propriety of taking the trip, 
mt his long absence from his post of 
uty and, the rumored difficulties be- 
ween Mexico and Guatemala finally 
etermined him to leave and the news 
esterdny was the first heard from him 
ince his departure. 
During his visit 


lere it was remsrked by his friends 
hat he was not looking at all well, but 
a answer to inquiries he protested that 
ie was feeling aa well as ever until he 
eached home and came in contact with 
uch cold weather. He said that at a bau- 


;uet given him soon after his arrival he 
was too hoarse to speak, though he was 
jresent at the Jackson Day banquet 
,nd delivered an address.

Gray has not been a strong man for 
ome years, and was subject to spells of 
ndisposition which frequently confined 
lim to his home for several days at a 
ime. He was never troubled with any 
affection of the lungs, however, and his 
riends think he must have suffered in' 
ensely on his trip to Mexico to have 
become unconscious Irom the effects of 
the disease. 


8TOKT OP HIS HFE. 


Isaac P. Gray was born October 18, 


1828, in Chester county, Pennsylvania, 
of Quaker ancestry. His great grand- 
'ather emigrated from England with 
William Penn, and found a home 
n the colony established by him, for 
many years being a member of the 
wovistonal government of Pennsylva- 
lia. Hia parents removed to Mont- 
gomery county, Ohio, and young Isaac 
obtained his education there, attend- 
ing the academies at Dayton and New 
Madiion. 
In 1855 he moved to Union 


City, Ind, and, having studied law, 
was admitted to the bar and began 
practice. 
He soon made for himself a 


Favorable name, both aa pleader anc 
couucellor. During the war he was 
colonel of the Fourth regiment of In 
diana cavalry, but was compelled to re- 
sign because of failure of his health 
On returning home his physical system 
improved, and he recruited and organ 
ized the One Hundred and Forty sev 
enth resiment of infantty. 


In 1886 he was nominated for con 


gress by the democrats, bis opponen 
being George W. Julian, then in thj 
ronth of bin popularity. 
Mr. Gray was 


defeated, but succeeded in greatly re- 
ducing the republican majority. 
In 


1868 he was elected a member of th 
state senate, and 
served in 
tha 


body with distinction lor four yean 
boing a member of several iroportan 
committee?, including that on judic 
fry. 
In 1870 be was appointed United 


States consul to St. Thomaj, and was 
confirmed by the eenate, 
but de- 


clined the office. 
In 1876 he receiver 


tlMi-unanimous nomination of the dem 
ocratib st»tA convention for Heutensn 
(Tovernor, and wft» elected by a substan 
tlal mnjority, and on the death of th 


Governor Williams was inducted into 
the executive office. His administra- 
tion was wise and conservative, giving 
complete satisfaction to members of 
both political parties. 
In 1:SSO he re 


ceived the caucus nomination for the 
United States senate, but failed of an 
election, the republicans having a ma 
jority of the legislature 
In 1884 h< 


received the nomination for governor 
of Indiana, receiving mere than a two- 
thirds majority on the first ballot. He 
was elected and served faithfully til 
the end of the term 
During the 


Seated controversy for the senatorshii; 
in 1887 his name was prominently be- 
'ore the caucus of the legislature, but 
after several ballots he was beaten by 
David 8. Turpie. 


Of late years Governor Gray had re- 


sided in Indianapolis, where he occu 
pied a leading position at the bar. He 
was married in 1860 in Darke county, 
)hio, to Eliza Jaqua, the daughter of a 
eading citizen of that place, and their 
lome has long been the center of 
a choice circle of friends prominent in 
mlitical and intellectual pursuits. 


Early in the spring of 1887 the 


riendaofthe governor began to dis- 
:UBS his availability for the second 
ilace on the democratic national ticket, 
nd an organized effort was decided 
ipon. He had then been intheex- 
cutive office for a period of three 
ears, and the supposed importance of 
ndiana in the national contest made 
tie selection of an Indiana man for the 
econd place highly probable, it being 
onceded, of course, that President 
Cleveland would be nominated for the 
rst place. The movement was quietly 
onducted till the spring of 1888, when 


•> took formal shape in the assembly- 
ng of the democratic state central com- 
mittee, which unanimously indorsed 


be governor for the vice presidential 
ffice. When the state convention was 
ailed the delegates to that body uuen- 
mously indorsed the governor, and the

The campaigns that the governor 


made both for himself and his party 
were characterized by energy and abil- 
;y, and he was regarded ae one of the 
ardeat fighters that ever lived in the 
tate. He entered upon his political 
areer as a state senator from the 
ounty of Randolph as far back aa 1866, 
nd at that time was a republican The 
doption of the fourteenth amendment 
to the constitution of the United States 
was one of the questions before the 
egislature when he was a member, and 
he democrate concluded to resign in 
rder to break a quorum and thus de- 
eat the measure. Will Cumback was 
ieutenant governor, but his party ques- 
ioned his ability to carry out their 
irogram, and Gray was placed in the 
ihair. 


Enough democratic senators had re- 


igned to break a quorum, but several 
oitered in the senate chamber to wit- 
ness the discomfiture of the republicans 
when they found that they bad not a 
luorum to adopt the amendment. Gray 
ordered thesergeant-at-armstolock the 
doors to the senate chamber, and the 
clerk 
started 
to 
call 
the 
roll. 


When 
the names of the 
demo- 


crats were called they refused to 
answer, and Gray ordered the clerk 
to mark them present. They protested 
that their resignations were in the 
lands of Governor Baker and that they 
were no longer senators of Indiana. 
'Then," said Gray, "you have no right 
;o a voice in these proceedings." And 
all were counted present and the 
amendment was carried, 
When Tom 


Beed invoked a similar ruling in the 
billion-dollar congress democrats used 
to refer to Gray as having set the ex- 
ample for luch a titliug in the state 
senate. 


In 1872 he became a liberal republi 


can and made the fight against George 
W. Julian in the old "burnt" distric 
for the republican nomination for con 
green. The fight was an exceedingly 
bitter one and both conducted it on 
the no-quarter plan. Three years later 
Gray formally entered the democrat!' 
party and proved as aggressive in it« 
ranks as *he had been aa a republican 
George W. Julian followed him Severn 
yeara later and the two men have often 
discussed the contest of 1872 and in 
dulgod in pleasant reminiscences o 
the fight that enthused the old diatrio 
ai it was never enthused;,before o

GOLD BILL BEATEN. 


Decisive Vote in the House 


Against It.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 15 —For the third 


time this winter the republicans of the 
house have defeated President Cleve- 
land's efforts to protect the national 
credit. 
A vote on the resolution to 


lave the people $16,000 000 of interest 
on the latest sale of bonds was re- 
ported at 5 o'clock yesterday afternoon 
and that measure was defeated by the 
decisive majority of 45, the vote stand- 
ng, for authority to issue a gold bond, 
20, against, 165. 
This defeat probably disposes of the 


inancial question once for all during 
he life of the present congress. No 
urther efforts will be made in the 
louse, and if anything passes the sen- 
,te it will be a free coinage bill 
It is 


ettled that President Cleveland must 
iroteot the national credit without any 
assistance whatever from congress. 


The vote here is regarded as making 
crisis in the history of political par- 
ies. It has emphasized the fact that 
loth republicanism and democracy are 
lopelessly divided on the question of 
old and silver standard. 
But it has 


rought out the salient fact that the 
iemocratic party under the leadership 
f Mr Clevoland is getting gradually 
way from the free silver craze, while 
ie republican party under the leader- 
tiip of Mr. Keed is surely getting 
earer to it. Significent was the divi- 
ion of the party on this question, 
inly one-third of the republicans prea- 
nt voted for the resolution to sustain 
:ie president and save the people's 


money. Very nearly one-half of the 


emoorats voted for the. resolution. 
The exact figures of the party division 
were: For the resolution, democrats, 


7, republicans, 33; populists, 9; total, 
20. 
Against the resolution, demo- 


rats, 94, republicans, 62, populists, 9, 
otal, 165. Total democrats, IS1; re 
ublicans, S5; populists, 9.

were elected probably 125 of them 
were in favor of free silver. 


Opinions in the senate vary as to the 


nfluence of the result of the vote in 
ie house upon the bond bill upon the 
uture course of the senate on the finau- 
ial question. The most generally ex- 
ressed opinion of the republican side 
s that the effort will be to render un- 
necessary and futile any effort to take 
p the fioanoial question, while demo- 
rats generally expressed the belief 
bat the act of the house would not 
ontrol the movements of the senate in 
nyway. 
Senator Jones was outspoken in an- 


nouncing his intention to move to take 
up his. unrestricted coinage bill belore 
inal adjournment, but would not un- 
dertake to say just when he would 
make the move. He reiterated, how- 


ver, that the anti silver men would 
lave to either allow the question to be 
onsidered or filibuster against it. It 
appears probable, in view of the expres- 
ions of some of the more radical bond 
advocates among the republican sen- 
ators that the latter course will be re- 
orted to if necessary to prevent a vote 


The silver senators on both sides of 
he chamber profess to be entirely 
willing to teat the strength of the 
Uver question on the Jones bill, but 
there were indications that some of 
.hem might have opposed a vote in 
case the result in the house bad been 
the other way. The talk of Thursday 
or a two days' debate rtext week and a 
vote on Tuesday has been kept in 
abeyance and it is safe to say that the 
project will be revived, and that if any 
vote is obtained it will only be upon 
some movement like that suggested by 
Senator Jones and not by unanimous 
consent, which fias at first hoped. The 
probabilities, therefore, are that means 
will be found within the next two 
weeks, and probably early next week, 
a debate the financial question, but 
that no vote will be reached.

The lecture of Hon Wallace Bruce 


at the Masonic Temple last night, un- 
der the auspices of the Caledonian 
!ociety and for the benefit of thft Fort 
Wayne Relief union, was a rich literary 
treat and was thoroughly cnioyed by 
the audience that filled about three- 
fourths of the opera chairs in the 
lower auditorium ol the theater. 


The bpeakei was accomppnied on the 


stage by Col. R S Robertson and ex- 
Congressman J B. White, the htter 
introducing Mr Bruce in a speech re- 
"erriog britlly to Scottish history, the 
sharacter of Scott, and commendatory 
words of the ability of the lecturer to 
laudle the theme announced "The 
Landmaiks of Sir Walter Scott." 


Mr Bruce is an orator and a scholar 


and has won his way to the very front 
of the lecture platform by the instruc- 
tion, the sunshine and enthusiasm, and 
•he true eloquence that he throws into 
lie efforts 
His lecture last evening 


was on the subject, "Landmarks of Sir 
Walter Scott," and in it he reviewed 
he principal events of history for the 
ight centuries, from the tenth to the 
nineteenth, covered by the worku of 
he distinguished Scottish poet and 
lovelist. Scott's fiction, he said, was 
ounded upon the history of these 
imes and his characters, were taken 
rom the busy actors of life and de- 
icted European history 
from 'the 


enth century up to the time in which 
ie lived. 


The lecturer spoke in detail of Scott's 
'orks, of his crowning ability and 
worth as an author, and the influence 
or good that he had exerted upon hie 
ation and the literature of the world. 
His efferts, he said, were ennobling. 
Ivery work of his pen carried with it 
n influence for good and they will 
ue in literature as long as the world: 
xists. He had made, he said, Scot-' 
and's history romance- and her ro- 
lance history. 
Hia lecture gave the hearer not only 
grand conception of the Scottish 
oet's ability and character, but also a 
etter understanding of the literary 


works and events of the times which 


beso works covered. 
In fact, the 


ecture was not only entertaining, but 
nslructive in a great degree and every- 
ne who had read and studied Scott 
arefully could not have listened to 
Jr. Bruce last night without having a 
etter conception of the distinguished 
uthor about whom he spoke 
Iu connection with thelectureabrief 
istory of Mr, Bruce may be intereet- 
ng to our readers 
He was born at 


Hillsdale, N. Y., and graduated at Yale 
niversity. In 1869 he was admitted 
o the bar and iu 1870 made a tour of 
Surope 
After returning from abroad 


ie adopted literature as his life work 
.nd was i eceived with great favor on 
he lecture platform 


Unlike many orators his fame began 


at home, and in the lecture field he has 
lot been without honor ' in his own 
:ountry and in his own house " Be- 
ween 1X71 and 18S9, in addition to 
irations and poems on public occa- 
ions, Mr Bruce has lectured in almost 
every town and city in New England, 
he middle and western states, aggre- 
gating over two thousand appointments 
between New York and San Francisco. 
klr. Bruce was appointed United States 
consul to Edinburgh, July 1,1889, from 
which post, alter an honorable career, 


retired on September 1, 1893. 
In 


the midst of his busy life a poem now 
and then appears in Harper's or Black- 
wood s magazine, like bookmarks in 
the story of a successful literary and 


liness career. 
His various publica- 


tions have been good ventures, his
